Four Bult* were entered yesterday in 
^Pittsburg by Josephine and Jennie M. 
Treed, of McKeesport, to recover dam ­ 
ages growing oat of a squabble w ith a 
photographer. The girls seek to recover 
910,000 (Tannages each from Max Braun- 
berg, the photographer who once owned 
a gallery in this city, and $10,000 each 
from Max Arnold, editor of a weekly 
newspaper in 
McKeesport called the 
Budget. 
The plaintiffs say that on Dec. 18, 
1897, they w ent to Braunberg’s picture 
gallery to have 
photographs taken. 
They sat for four pictures. 
In one the 
listers were taken together, and in three 
were alone. The photographs were all 
to be done by January I. 
W hen they 
called for their pictures on Dec. 20, the 
(asters say they found Braunberg had 
finished the cabinets, colored them and 
placed them in fancy gilded frames for 
the purpose of exhibition. The girls say 
they did not contract to have their pic­ 
tures placed on exhibition, and pro­ 
tested. 
They say Braunberg said he 
would exhibit the pictures in any man- 
ner he saw fit, and showed them in front 
of his studio on F ifth avenue, McKees­ 
port. to the damage, injury and hum ilia­ 
tion of themselves and their parents. 
Their attorney, W . A. Dunshee,visited 
th e gallery to dissuade the photographer 
from exhibiting the pictures, but he in ­ 
solently continued. 
On Dec. 20, the 
plaintiffs allege that Braunberg had 
them and their attorney arrested for dis­ 
orderly conduct. The plaintiffs say they 
forfeited $10 rather than to be hum ili­ 
ated at a hearing. They say that B raun­ 
berg since that time has had published 
numerous false and scandalous publica­ 
tions in the Budget. 
Among other 
things was an interview with B raun­ 
berg, which sa id : 
“ Finally Miss J o s ie declared that they 
(meaning the pictures) should not be 
placed on exhibition, saying: 
“ ^Vhy, 
w hat would mamma say?” 
I then got 
mad aud asked her what her mamma 
would say if she saw the picture I took 
hist April with Mr. Duusheo having his 
arms around both of the girls.’ 
The plaintiffs allege that Braunberg 
procured the publication, which was 
false, malicious and defamatory, and 
greatly damaged the reputations of the 
plaintiffs. The plaintiffs also claim that 
Braunberg had their photograghs, which 
he had placed on exhibition, reproduced 
in the Budget. 
The suits against Arnold practically 
relate the same facts, and are based 
upon the interview with Braunberg. 
The sisters deny that Braunberg ever 
took pictures of them w ith Mr. B an­ 
shee's arms m ound them. 
A capias for 
the arrest of the defendants was issued 
in each suit.

way of sailing must be done quickly. 
W hat is needed, therefore, iB a largo 
ship m n by powerful engines, provid­ 
ed with a ram and torpedoes, with 
which to plow its way through Davis 
strait, past Spitzbergen, or due north 
from Bering strait into the open polar 
sea. One of our cruisers, for example, 
well stocked w ith facilities for fighting 
against the ice pack, with 200 men tai 
boart!, plenty of coal and a magazine of 
dynamite, would succeed in the under­ 
taking, and sailing to the north pole 
will never be accom plished by other 
means.

In The Century there is an article by 
the late Francis A. W alker on “ The 
Cansos of Poverty.” General Walker 
says: 
. I will not Inquire how many mute, 
inglorious W hitmans or Thoreau* there 
may be’among the tramps of the United 
States, but it cannot be doubted that 
tho outcasts of a highly sophisticated 
society embrace not a few who in a 
tribe of hunters or herdsmen or fisher­ 
men would have bad a place and would 
perhaps have been not useless members 
of the body politic. Form erly in the 
United States we used largely to rid 
ourselves of this element by throwing 
men of that type out on to the frontier. 
While millions went west w ith un­ 
daunted resolution, boundless energy

The 
Japan current is warm, and it is joined 
on the Siberian coast by the fresh wa­ 
ters of tho great rivers which flow iuto 
the northern ocean. 
This 
creates a 
strong flow of the ocean currents across 
the Arctic circle toward Greenland. 
It 
carries the ice along, and tho movement 
beneath is aided above by the prevail­ 
ing winds. Consequently the way to the 
pole is much less impeded on the west­ 
ern than on the eastern side. 
“ You know, perhaps, that any num ­ 
ber of whalers have been lost by drift­ 
ing into the current above Point Bar­ 
row in September and never getting out. 
Suppose they should go up there about 
July I instead. They would have time 
to sail to the pole aud back again before 
getting nipped by 
the 
return 
cold 
weather in the fall. 
“ Give me a good coal supply on 
W rangell island and the government 
cruiser, and I will agre© to start out on 
June 25 from that point and astonish 
the natives by discovering the pole.

wish to say, however, that the polar 
sea may not always he open.

gion, like the lower latitudes, has its 
cold and warm summers.

Four suits were entered yesterday in 
)>ittsbnrg by Josephine and Jennie M. 
Trees, of McKeesport, to recover dam 
•gee growing oat of a squabble with a 
photographer. The girls seek to recover 
910,000 aam ages each from Max Braun 
berg. the photographer who once owned 
a gallery in this city, and $10,000 each 
from Max Arnold, editor of a weekly 
newspaper in McKeesport Galled the 
Budget. 
The plaintiffs say that on Dec. 18. 
1807, they went to Braunberg’s picture 
gallery to have 
photographs taken 
They sat for four pictures. In one the 
Maters were taken together, and in three 
were alone. The photographs were all 
to be done by January I. When they 
sailed for their pictures on Dec. OO, the 
Bisters say they found Braunberg had 
awUhmA the cabinets, colored them and 
placed them in fancy gilded frames for 
the purpose of exhibition. The girls ear 
they did not contract to have their pic­ 
tures placed on exhibition, and pro­ 
tested. They say Braunberg said he 
would exhibit the pictures in any man­ 
ner he saw fit, and showed them in front 
ut his studio on Fifth avenue, McKees­ 
port, to the damage, injury and humilia­ 
tion of themselves and their parents. 
Their attorney, W. A. Dunshee,visited 
the gallery to dissuade the photographer 
from exhibiting the pictures, tn t he in­ 
solently continued. 
On Dec. 20, the 
plaintiffs allege that B rain berg had 
them and their attorney arrested for dis­ 
orderly oondnct. The plaintiffs say they 
forfeited $10 rather than to be humili­ 
ated at a hearing. Thor say that Braun­ 
berg since that time has had published 
numerous false and scandalous publica­ 
tions in the Budget. 
Among other 
things was an interview with Braun 
berg, which said: 
“ Finally Miss Josie declared that they 
(meaning the pictures) should not be 
placed on exhibition, saying; “ TIby, 
what would mamma say?" I then got 
mad sud asked her what her mamma 
would say if she saw the picture I took 
last April with Mr. Dunshee having his 
arms around both of the girls." 
The plaintiffs allege that Bran a bere 
procored the publication, which was 
false, malicious aud defamatory, and 
greatly damaged the reputations of the 
plaintiffs. The plaintiffs also claim that 
Braunberg had their photograghs, which 
he had placed on exhibition, reproduced 
in the Budget. 
The suits against Arnold practically 
relate the same facts, and are based 
upon the interview with Braunberg. 
The sisters deny that Braunberg ever 
took pictures of them with Mr. Dun- 
•boa's arms around them. 
A capias for 
tbs arrest of the defendants was issued 
in each suit.

T. A. Lewis of Baltimore bos a plan 
for reaching the north pole. He spent 
several years on a whaling vessel ana 
was shipwrecked in Cumberland inlet, 
passing the entire winter on its shores. 
“ Yon are doubtless aware," be said, 
“ that all the expeditions which have 
gone northward were fitted out in slow 
ships. The idea seems to huve been to 
reach a point as far north as practicable 
in Mime old wooden tub, cast anchor and 
w ait to be frozen to death Whatever is 
done in the frigid zone in summer by 
way of sailing must be done quickly. 
What is needed, therefore, is a large 
ship run by powerful engines, provid 
cd with a ram and torpedoes, with 
which to plow its way through Davis 
strait, paM Spitsbergen, or doe north 
from Bering strait into the open polar 
sea. One of our cruisers, for example, 
well stocked with facilities for fighting 
against the ice pack, with 200 men on 
bourd, plenty of coal and a magazine of 
dynamite, woald succeed in the under­ 
taking, and sailing to the north pole 
will ti eves be accomplished by other 
means. 
“ About June 16 each year," Mr. 
Lewis continued, " Davis strait begins 
to get clear of ice At that time also the 
whales come down from the north and 
enter Hudson bay. There is much float­ 
ing ice, of course, and probably several 
packs might be encountered on the pas­ 
sage, bot it is certain that in ordinary 
years there Is a comparatively free path 
for ships from the opening of Davis 
strait to the north pole between July 
16 and Aug. SO. Aa for bergs and any 
large ice floes which might be met with 
there need be no fear. 
“ Daring the entire 24 hoars it would 
be light enough to read a newspaper on 
the deck of the cruiser, the approach of 
large masses of ice coaid be seen, the 
ship coaid be got oat of their way, and 
the pack ooold be dealt with by very 
simple means. Torpedoes placed under 
it woald blow it to atoms; and the 
ship’s tam would make short work of 
I any ordinary art as which might 1st «n- 
; countered. 
“ The route through Duvis strait, 
Baffin's bay and Nmith sound, 
past 
Grinnell Land or tDVntigh Jones sound 
to the westward, is comparatively free 
from ice by July I of each year. 
Pro­ 
fessor Heil prill, leader of the Peary re­ 
lief expedition, landed on the shores of 
McGormio hay on July 24, ami his ship 
proceeded two days northward before it 
struck anything like solid ice. 
the upper cud of Baffin's bay, through 
Kennedy channel, into Lincoln sea, is 
about 600 miles. The way is narrow, 
aud probably much floating ice would 
be found, bat the ram and torpedoes 
would be at hand to demolish it, aud 
the warship could sail through iuto the 
open sea beyond in ten days, when it 
would find probably an unimpeded path 
to the north pole. 
“ But while the passage north from 
the Atlantic ocean is possible, that from 
the Pacific is much easier and more di­ 
rect It la well known that the Japan 
current flows steadily through Bering 
strait into the Arctic aaa, and whalers 
will tell yon that they have chased 
* bowheads’ all over the waters above 
Point Barrow well up to 76 degrees 
north without seeing a cake of ice big 
enough for a shaker lemonade. 
The 
Japan current is warm, and it is joined 
ou the Siberian coast by the fresh wa­ 
ters of tho great rivers which flow into 
the northern ocean. 
This creates a 
strong flow af the ocean currents across 
the Arctic circle toward Greenland. 
It 
carries the ice along, and the movement 
beneath is aided above by the prevail­ 
ing winda Consequently the way to the 
pole is mach less impeded on the west­ 
ern than on the eastern side. 
“ Yon know, perhaps, that any num­ 
ber of whalers have been lost by drift­ 
ing into the current above Point Bar­ 
row in September and never getting o at 
Suppose they should go ap there about 
July I instead. They woald have time 
to sui I to the pole aud beck again before 
getting nipped by 
the return 
cold 
weather in the fall 
“ Give me a good coal supply ou 
Wrangell island aud the government 
cruiser, and I will agree to start out on 
June 26 from that point and astonish

in the way of sailing to the pole. 
the theory regarding an open polar 
is accepted, the cruiser would enter it 
in latitude 84 to 80, but when once the 
ship had sailed across these untraversed 
waters and reached the pole it woald be 
necessary to torn around and immedi­ 
ately return. To remain woald mean to 
have the outlet fastened with impassa­ 
ble ice and the vessel left for six months 
in a closed sea. Besides, it is not known 
what fate would befall the ooropass as 
•oou as tbs ship should pass under the 
polar star. The mariner might be left 


without his reckoning and not know 
which direction to taka There would 
$4 no stars to point out bis track, no 
icebergs, perhaps, to tell whence be had 
come, and he might he left upon a 
trackless waste without a chart or 00m- 
pass—a hopeless fate for the sailor. 
But that such a scheme is practicable is 
apparent to every old whaler. 
Men 
whose observations have been at all ex­ 
tended In the northern ocean will not 
mach doubt the possibility of doing 
what I have described. Yon see, the con­ 
ditions would be entirely changed were 
the cruiser Detroit, for instance, sent 
into the arctic circle in place of the old 
whaleboats which have gone there hith­ 
erto."— Pittsburg Commercial Gazette.
